LAMENESS; worMs.—(1) Would you please tell me 
through your columns what is the trouble with my 
eight-year-old horse from the description given -here 
below and what treatment to apply. The horse is ten- 
der around the front part of the hoof where the flesh 
and hoof come or grow together, the quarters seem 
to be all right only about four inches of the front part 
of the hoof and the hoof seems to crack at the edge 
of the hair; when driven too hard he goes a little 
lame over rough roads and lalso notice that there are 
two little lumps:about the size of half a pea; it seems 
to be all dried wp. ‘The front part of the foot seems 
to be bigger than it eught to be. ‘He :is«done a little 
in the fetlocks. (2) Would also like .tovask what one 
would apply to clear a horse of small;worms? A sub- 
seriber. E, J. McA. 

Repiy.—(1) He may have a low ringbone just 
around hoof-head and in that case we would remove 
the hair and blister the part repeatedly with -¢e- 
rate of cantharides. (2) Give a tablespoonful of a 
mixture of equal parts dried sulphate .of iron, sul- 
phur, ‘salt and ground gentian reot inthe feed night 
and morning for a week; then»skip ten days and re- 
peat. 

LAMBNESS.—I have a horse five years old, have had 
him over a year mow-and ever since I have had him he. 
has some kind of trouble in one of bis degs, he will 
walk as if nothing were wrong then without any ap- 
parent cause he will limp, seeming as if he could 
scarcely move. I haye examined the leg and think 
there is some soreness about the stifle joint. My wife 
thinks it is the ligiments in the joints abeve the foot, 
something like a weak ankle in a person. PEDes 

Rep_ty.—It is quite impossible to give adviee in’ 
such a case as a careful examination would be -re- 
quired to determine the seat of the lameness and 
even then it might be a difficult matter to make a 
correct diagnosis. Under the circumstances it will be 
necessary to employ a qualified veterinarian. 


BLoopy MILK.—I have a Holstein cow that at times 
gives bloody milk; she had her first calf last April 
on the last day. Had trouble to get her with calf 
again, had to take her away three times before she got 
with calf, the last time was the 22nd of August, that 
will bring her fresh on the 22nd of May, but looks 
as if she will be fresh sooner, could she get with 
ealf and come in heat again or do they ever do that? 
She gives from one and one half to two gallons of milk 
a day. How will I get her dry or can I and how 
long ought she tobe dry? After she was with calf 
she gaye bloody milk out of one teat. Her first milk 
was good; when I» went to strip her it was bloody 
and sometimes it was pure blood, and again just pink; 
then she did not give it that way for three months, 
now it is pink again, the milk seems good; there 
is no bad, disagreeable odor, only just bloody. .Now 
when her milk looks good is it fit to use? There is no 
fever in her udder, no sore. What can I..do for her 
or will she ever be any better? She gave dive gallons 
of milk with her™first calf and made eight or nine 
pounds of butter a week, is making now about four 
pounds a week.

Repiy.—"Wolf teeth’? have nothing whatever to do 
with the trouble nor do they canse eye disease as so 
commonly supposed. In colts enlargments of the bone 
just under the eye are common and may either be 
associated with cutting of large molar teeth or with 
osteo-porosis (big head). There is no cure for the 
latter disease. Blistering the bunch with a mixture 
of one dram of biniodide of mercury an] n> vunce 
of lard may help if the teeth are to blame. When 
pus comes from a fog ong me J fistula of tle bone tre- 
phining will have to be performed by a veterinarian.

4 Corn-and-bean Portiere 


Everyone knows what very pretty portieres 
may be made with shells or with nuts, but I 
think that I am the first woman to make a 
thing of beauty with common corn and beans.

The following ideas I have-used and have 
heard other members say so too. I hope they 
may be useful to someone. To make a knitted 
wash cloth these materials are required: Two 
balls knitting cotton No. 8 or 10, two steel 
needles medium size. 

Cast on sixty-four stitches or 
stitches.

Gum tragacanth, one half ounce; white Castile 
soap, one ounce; rose water, one pint; tincture 
of musk, ten drops. 

Dissolve the soap in the water, put the gum 
in and when swelled, stir till thoroughly mixed, 
then strain and add perfume. Put the gloves on 
the hand or lay them flat on a covered ironing 
board and ‘Apply with a piece of white soft 
flannel. This preparation does not stiffen the 
gloves. : 

Lemon juice and salt will remove ink stains. 

Finger tips stained from hulling berries can 
be cleaned by holding in the fumes of a sulphur 
match, ‘ 

When hands are shrunken and all puckered 
up from long soaking in water, holding them in 
vinegar will restore them to their normal state.

M. H. B.—How many geese can I keep for one 
gander? How old can eggs be for hatching? Did you 
ever know of goose eggs to be set in an incubator; 
if so, with what success? 

A.—One gander for five geese. I should not care 
to use eggs that have been laid more than a week. 
Yes, there are specially large incubators made for 
goose eggs, and several large brooders have been 
successfully ‘used in hatching, but I know nothing 
about it persdnally, as we have always used hens for 
the first eggs of the season, and have allowed geese 
to keep and bring off the last clutch. 


BE. D.—What and how much feed .would you give 
twenty hens to secure fertile eggs and healthy chicks? 
Will milk take the place of animal food? Can you 
give me the address of any place where I can buy 
a clover cutter? 

A.—Wheat, oats, clover hay and corn, vegetable 
and animal food; and water; plenty of exercise on 
range or through the medium of scratching material 
or the floor, on which small grain like Kaffir corn, mil- 
let and rape is to be seattered. Milk will not quite 
take the place of meat, but it is a good substitute. 
Quantity of feed; about two quarts and a half a day 
would be about right for twenty hens, but you must 
use your own judgment. Set rules are of little 
real value.

I..0.—My chicks’ eyes paste up during the night. 
Have been told they are getting roup. There are 
about one hundred in one brooder; is that too many? 

A.—You don’t say what age the chicks are, or 
how large the brooder is, but Ithink fifty is enough 
to have in any one enclosure. Do you keep it very 
clean, and air the hover compartment every day? Poor 
ventilation, and foul air in the hover, will cause the 
eyes to water and gum up. The brooder should be 
run at ninety-eight at first, and gradually lowered to 
seventy-five. 


J. M. C.—Is it safe to leave young growing turkeys 
to.find their own food? What should they be fed? 
(2) Can you tell me the cause of blackhead in tur- 
keys? I think my old ones had it last fall. 

A.—After three weeks they may have whole wheat, 
hulled oats, cracked corn, and a little millet seed in 
addition to their other food. Many young turkeys 


are lost when partly grown, particularly during wet 


weather after they have been given liberty to roam 
Much loss may be avoided by going after 
them wherever they may be, and feeding them a 


little once or twice a day. This plan should be fol- 
lowed during continued wet weather, no matter how far 
advanced they may be. A continuous wet spell de- 
prives them of the greater part of the bugs and worms 
they feed upon, and the wet grass, by retarding their 
motion, tends to reduce vitality.

Hulled oats are used to avoid the injurious effects 
that arise from feeding oats in the hull, the sharp 
portions of which are apt to prick and irritate the 
crop. No more nutritious grain can be fed to growing 
poults than hulled oats. Wheat and whole or broken 
eorn will do as they grow older, but oats should be 
added whenever practicable. If hulled oats cannot 
be had, use clipped oats, boiled; drain them thorough- 
ly, and feed when cold. Always select plump, heavy 
oats, with a large percentage of kernel. 

(2) Blackhead first attacks the cecum—the blind 
gut situated between the large and small intestines. 
It also attacks the liver, this organ becoming very 
much enlarged, often to twice its normal size, and 
showing over its surface discolored spots varying from 





one eighth to two thirds of an inch in diameter, shad- 


ing in color from whitish lemon to dark yellow. 

hile this disease is attributed to microbes, it is 
thought to be very much aggravated or increased 
through inbreeding. In other words, many attribute 
the prevalence of what is known as blackhead to the 


depleted vitality of the stock of breeding turkeys, 


making it possible for the germs to grow and gain 


destructive foothold. 


Diarrhea is the most marked and constant symptom, 


and may be expected sooner or later in the course of 
the disease; it results from inflammation and inter- 
nal weakness.

that the propagation of this affection is more active 


during midsummer, has led to the belief that it is 
exclusively a midsummer disease. 


The use of medicine has not proven very successful. 
Among the remedies most recommended are sulphur, 


sulphate of iron, quinine, and salicylic acid. Sulphur 


may be given, five to ten grains being combined with 


one grain of sulphate of iron; sulphur, ten grains; 


sulphate of iron, one grain; and sulphate of quinine, 


one grain. It is necessary that such treatment be 


ted two or three times a day and continued for 


a considerable time to obtain results.

Mrs. E. BE. M., Rushville, Ul., offers this remedy 
for boils: one teaspoonful each of sugar, cream of 
tartar and sulphur, mixed with enough water todampen. 
Take three nights and miss three nights. Repeat until 
nine doses have been taken. Miss nine nights, and 
repeat if necessary. It should be mixed as used. (2) 
A remedy for chapped hands is glycerine if the gly- 
cerine be pure. Otherwise it harms instead of helping. 
First of all, however, the hands should be dried 
thoroughly after washing. More chapped. bands result 
from carelessness after washing then from any other 
cause. Simple vaseline rubbed on the hands will keep 
them soft. Rub it in well, at intervals during the 
day, if necessary, but surely every night and morning.
